NCTE now offers to JUNIOR MEMBERS additional privileges through 
the organization of JUNIOR AFFILIATES. 


Type of organization: Under the sponsorship of any interested teacher, a 
social-professional organization can be formed in any college or univer- 
sity. Any student not teaching more than half time on a paid basis is 
eligible if he is or becomes a JUNIOR MEMBER OF NCTE.* The 
organization will be regarded as a bona fide affiliate of the NCTE. 
Although minimum membership in such an organization is now set at 


25, it is likely to be reduced to 10. 


Dues and privileges: Dues payable to NCTE are the same as for other 
afhliates: $2.50 for a membership of 25-49, $5.00 for a membership of 
50-149, $10.00 for 150 or more. JUNIOR AFFILIATES, however, are 
not entitled to elect directors, since their members are not full-fledged 
members of NCTE. They may, however, elect a non-voting liaison 


officer. 


* Each JUNIOR MEMBER receives the Council magazine of his choice 
and may purchase Council publications and recordings at member's prices. 


NCTE now has more than 1400 JUNIOR MEMBERS.
